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Should Minority Group 
Decide P.G.E. Issue 


By JOHN A. FRASER 


THE report of the attack on the 
proposed extension of the P.G. E. by 
residents of West Vancouver reminds 
me ofthe old saying of the ‘‘tail wag- 
ging the dog.’’ The question might 
properly be asked, do residents of a 
small area propose to deny to the 
whole world of the vast interior of the 
Province those transportation facil- 
ities on which the expansion of that 
part of the Province depends ? 

The idea of extending railroad 
facilities seems to be aimed at the 
development of the natural resources 
of the area served. This is certainly 
in line with the general development 
of our natural resources and it is 
difficult to understand how anyone can 
be opposed to such development in 
view of the economic situation in Can- 
ada to-day. Our Federal expenditures 
are now five times as great as they 
were in1935, andthis tremendous in- 
crease in our expenditures make it 
absolutely necessary that every part 
of Canada put its people to work on 
the development of any natural re- 
source within its boundaries. 

It is my opinion that if the policy 
of the Premier did switch from a pro- 
mised Highway from Squamish to 
North Vancouver to the completion of 
the original plan of the Railway for a 
terminalin North Vancouver, it must 
have been arrived at by careful con- 
sideration of all the facts available to 
him from his technical engineering 
staff. Do people of West Vancouver 
insinuate that the technical advice re- 
ceived from ‘‘highly qualified tech- 
nical investigators and conipetent ad- 
visory committees’’ is superior in 
quality to the advice of the Premier 
has received from his own technical 
staff who have this problem before 
them every hour of the day and every 
week of the year ? 

I do not think that the Premier 
requires any advice from these ‘‘high- 
ly qualified technical investigators. ”’ 
He has his own advisors and it is my 
decided opinion that before he made 
his policy declaration he checked up 
on all arguments pro and con, 

No doubt the Pren.ier and his 
advisors have thoroughly investigated 
the possibility of increased revenue 
arising out of the settlenient of the 
area involved and if the good people 
of West Vancouver are skeptical about 
the expansion of industry consequent 
on the con:pletion of the extensions 
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presently under way all along the line 
of the P.G.E., there is ample evi- 
dence available to them if they would 
take stock of what has happened all 
along the line during the last two years. 

The Government has not yet to 
my knowledge decided on when the line 
will be continued from Prince George 
to Peace River, but when they do so 
decide no doubt they will have com- 
piled data that convinces them that the 
extension will be economically just- 
ified. 

This whole unjustified attack on 
the policy of the Government reminds 
me of the unearthly howl that went up 
from many parts of Eastern Canada 
when the Federal Government decided 
tobacktheC. P. R. inthe construction 
of their transcontinental lines. Will 
any reasonable person say to-day that 
the C. P. R. has not justified the judge- 
ment of its sponsors? 

Ithink the natural resources of 
the territory served by the P. G. E. and 
its extensions aniply justify the policy 
outlined by the Government and no 
hesitation should be shown in its com- 
pletion because a small urban com- 
munity seen.s to be unnecessarily 
alarmed because of a mistaken idea 
that their charming con-munity is go- 
ing to be ruined. 


A Decision 
For Canadians To Make 


By A. SAHONOVITCH 


Recognizing the great need in 
Cariboo and Central 3.C. for cheap 
power, Pren.iier Johnson assured the 
people of the interior, over a year ago, 
that low cost electricity would be made 
available in the near future through the 
construction, by the 5. C.Power Com- 
mission, of a 5-1/2 million dollar 
hydro-electric plant on the Cuesnel 
River, which empties into the Fraser 
River at the town of Quesnel. There 
followed a year-long survey which 
brought to light the fact that the river 
has a potential of 5000,000 horse 
power. 


It will be a great boon to the in- 
terior when this cheap power is finally 
nm.ade available, for industry will un- 
doubtedly see the advantage of estab- 
lishing itself where there is a combin- 
ation of resources and anample supply 
of low cost power, thereby furthering 
the government’s announced policy 
of promoting the decentralization of 
industry. In addition to the above, a 
dam, or a series of dams, would as- 
sist greatly in controlling the spring 


run-off of the Fraser River and avert- 
ing flood disasters such as the terrible 
catastrophe of 1948. 

All in all there are some very 
cogent reasons for building the hydro 
plant, and with money already ear- 
marked for the job and the surveys 
complete, construction work SHOULD 
start any time; but it won’t, for there 
is a fly in the ointment. 

As inthe case of the Alcan alu- 
minum project in the Nechako-White- 
sail area, the fly in the ointment is 
Salmon. Years ago the Quesnel River 
was said to be one of the major sal- 
mon spawning streams of the Fraser 
River system, but the run gradually 
dwindledto almost nothing. During the 
past two years the Pacific Interna- 
tional Fisheries Commission has 
spearheaded its attempt to restore the 
Quesnel River run by building a hatch- 
ery (at a cost of approx. a quarter 
million dollars) on Horsefly Lake, 
which is one of the many lakes at the 
headofthe river. Naturally, with such 
an investment, the Commission is pre- 
pared to object strenuously to any 
blockading of the river which will in 
any way hamper the salmon run. And 
since we have not yet been very suc- 
cessful in devising ways and means of 
nullifying the detrimental effects of a 
dam on salmonruns it is possible that 
the influence of the Salmon Commis- 
sion may be sufficient to have the pro- 
ject shelved. 

Should this happen it will be be- 
cause the U.S. membership of the 
JOINT commission -wields more in- 
fluence over the development of Brit- 
ish Columbia’s hydro-electric re- 
sources than do Canadians, and it will 
be a sad commentary on Canadian 
statesmanship. It will mean that in 
order to insure the continuation of an 
infinitesmally small portion of the 
salmon catches of the American 
fishermen off the coast of Washington, 
the Fraser Valley will have to con- 
tinue being threatened by floods and 
the interior go without industrial 
development. The disastrous flood of 
1948 cost the people of Canada approx- 
imately 18 millions. Adam, or series 
of dams on the Quesnel River could 
have heldback sufficient water at the 
peak of the flood to have averted the 
disaster. The value of the small sal- 
mon run of this river could not begin 
to pay this bill ina hundred years, nor 
in two hundred. 

It is an outstanding fact that 
when it became increasingly urgent to 
supply large amounts of cheap power 
for the industrialization of northwest - 
ern U.S. A., our friends to the south

fishermen is a country like the 

“Big Rock Candy Mountain, ”’ 
where you have to defend yourself 
from the attacks of the fish. Well, 
that’s the Yukon Territory of Canada 
still on the edge of the ‘‘last frontier. ’’ 
As a kid on the old homestead twelve 
miles north of Kalispell, Montana, and 
afew miles from the Flathead River 
which flows out of the Glacier Park 
Country, I really enjoyed some good 
fishing. Never will I forget the box 
canyonon the South Fork of the Flat- 
head. In Robert Page Lincoln’s ‘‘Guide 
to Best Fishing’? I was much inter- 
ested in his description of Lake Mc-

Donald, Glacier Park. He says,‘Ask 
for Doc Houston at Belton. He knows 
more about McDonald trout and trout 
fishing than any other man.”’ I knew 
Doc Houston well and even went to 
country school with his wife. In those 
days Doc had an enviable reputation 
as a big game hunter and fisherman. 

However, until Icameto Whitehorse 
in the spring of 1914, I didn’t know 
anything about REAL FISHING. Before 
I go into a trance about the fine fish- 
ing spots which may be reached from 
Whitehorse. I shall briefly review 
some of the different varieties of fish 
found up here and give you a resumé 
of our fishing regulations. 


An evening's trolling at the southern end of Marsh Lake - five 
fishermen. Lake trout. largest weighing 16 pounds. 


LAKE TROUT. This member of the 
finny tribe probably comes first and 
foremost ininterest to fishermen who 
want to landa ‘‘big wan. ’’ The largest 
““laker’’ we have any record of was 
caught on a trolling spoon in the Tag- 
ish River, by Canadian Collector of 
Customs, Leo. Simmons, in 1906, 
weight 87 lbs. , length 5 ft. 2 in. The 
photograph taken at the time will ver- 
ify itsweight by micrometer mea- 
surements, butitistoo late to secure 
an official weight certificate. We do 
not doubt the accuracy of this weight. 
Personally, Isaw one lake trout (sans 
intestines) taken from Kathleen Lake 
that weighed out at 55 lbs. 

The color and shape of Yukon Lake 
Trout vary greatly, depending on the 
composition and type of feed in the 
waters they live in, resulting in many 
arguments about the different types. 
Some have orangeflesh, some yellow, 
and some whiteflesh. Canadian Fish- 
eries experts who have studied our 
lakes and streams tell us they are 
“Lake Trout’? in waterways which 
connect with the Yukon River. 


ARCTIC GRAYLING. These fine fish 
are common to most of the northern 
rivers and lakes in Canadian North- 
west and Alaska. Possibly a few still 
survive in the tributaries of the Mis- 
souri River and in Michigan. I caught 
my first grayling inthe Big Hole River 
not sofar from Butte, Montana. Gray- 
ling have a few black spots scattered 
amongst their scales, and the Arctic 
variety isfamous for the large dorsal 
fin which propels them through waters 
no canoe can negotiate, and also for 
varying iridescent coloring. Grayling 
inthe Yukon River seldom weigh over 
2 1/2 lbs. but in the lakes are occas- 
ionally taken with weights up to 3 1/2 
Ibs. Grayling fishing in the Lewes 
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The above map shows the principal lakes, rivers, towns and roads of the Yukon. 


River, which we locally refer to as the 
Yukon, has always been famous and 
still is. However in years of except- 
ionally high water, fishing is not very 
successful as the river gets right up 
into the willows and poplars along its 
banks. Onnice, mild evenings in July 
as the sun is slowly setting you will 
on occasion see literally hundreds of 
erayling flashing upwards in the 
middle of the river. Robert W. Service 
knew his grayling around Whitehorse 
when he was writing his first poems: 


‘“The grayling asleep in the river, 
The Bighorn asleep on the hill. ”’ 


A grayling gives you a good fight on a 
light fly rod until you lift him from 
the water, - then he quits and hangs 
straight, awaiting his doom. The 
writer prefers No 8 gutted flies (wet) 

anda6 ft. leader with three fly loops. 
A grayling’s mouth is quite hard, and 
he also has the efficient habit of very 
quickly ejecting a fly if your line is 
not taut. Smaller flies, therefore, 

catchlessfish. Inthe course of years 
you develop a quick snap of the wrist. 
Many good trout fishermen lose a lot 
of their first grayling because of the 
above. I have found the wing flies 
better than the hackle and seldom 
carry more thanhalf adozen varieties, 
such as black gnat, zulu, cow dung, 

parmachene belle, king of the waters, 
bumblebee, and similar flies. 

Many years ago, James Clyde Gil- 
bert, then on the staff of the ‘‘Dear- 
born Independent’’with special assign- 
ments for various outdoor magazines, 
visited Whitehorse and the writer had

the pleasure of initiating Mr. Gilbert 
into Yukon grayling fishing. Clyde had 
one experience onthis trip which I am 
going to recount and I will swear on a 
stack of bibles it is true. When we 
arrived at the fishing grounds about 
five miles south of Whitehorse, Clyde 
and his son rigged up their tackle, and 
Inoticed that Clyde had tied on atwelve 
foot leader with nine flies. I said, 

‘‘What inhellare you going to do with 

that?’’ He replied, ‘‘Just an experi- 
ment.’’? I shrugged my shoulders, 

thinking to myself, ‘‘Just another 
Cheechacko.’’ The three of us wore 
hip boots and were gradually making 
our way up-stream along the beach 
under over-hanging willows. Clyde 
was trailing his flies in the river be- 
hind him. The writer was about 200 
yards ahead. All of a sudden I heard 
Clyde shouting and ran back thinking 
maybe his son had fallenin the river. 
Clyde was sitting on the bank pulling 
out that nine fly leader and he hada 
erayling on every fly! They were not 
large, but there it was - the ‘‘Mir- 

acle.’’ Clyde said, ‘‘Mac, never in 
my life can I tell this story because 
no-one will believe me. ”’ It was true 
so I tell it now, and if Clyde Gilbert 
or his son are still alive, I wish they 
would write me asI still take grayling 
every summer from ‘‘Clyde’s Fish- 
ing Hole. ”’ 


WHITEFISH. When you are fishing 
in the Yukon you may occasionally 
hook into a white fish and this fellow 
does not jump out of the water but 
rushes backand forth at a fast pace 
until you have worn him out or lost 
him. Whitefish upto 10 lbs. are taken 
innets. Ionce landed a 9 pounder, us- 
ing a small dough-ball as bait. 


INCONNU. Namedby Alexander Mac- 
kenzie’s French-Canadian voyageurs 
to whom it was a totally ‘‘unknown’’ 
fish. Thisfish up to around 15 lbs. is 
often taken in nets in the Yukon; has 
occasionally been caught with a sal- 

mon fly and also with live minnow bait. 
In Alaska I believe they call this var- 
iety ‘‘Sheefish. ”’ 


NORTHERN PIKE. The famous ‘‘Ta- 
ckle Busters’’ up to 40 lbs. Plenty of 
sport with these gentlemen. Yukoners 
are more apt to go for trout or gray- 
He as we prefer the latter for pan 
ish. 


LING COD. These second cousins of 
eels are caught on baited set lines up 
to 15 lbs. I caught one of these queer 
fish in the Kootenay River near Rex- 
ford, Montana. They have a big head 
tapering to practically ‘‘no tail.’’ The 
old Indians in the Yukon think they can 
be rejuvenated with ‘‘ling-cod’’ livers, 
the old story of vitamins before the 
word vitamin was ever coined. Skin 
‘em and eat ‘em. Quite tasty.

A Game Guide 


Takes Stock of GAME GUIDES 


By WM.‘'RED"’ WINSOR, Isle of Pierre, B.C. 


Gentlemen: 

AS Big Game guides of one 
of the finest big game Provinces in our 
Dominion don’t you think it is just about 
time we filled our pipes or rolledacig- 
arette, sat down and took stock of our- 
selves. We may like what we see and 
again we may not. If we heard the other 
fellow’s opinion of ourselves we might 
get a whale of a surprise. 

First lets see what makes a real 
honest to goodness guide. Judging. 
from what I have heard around the 
camp fires, the guides who contained 
the following ingredients would be tops. 
First-he must be a good hunter. Sec- 
ond-a good cook. Third-a fair story 
teller, as well as being able to talk 
about something else besides the 
‘Bulls we got last fall.’ Fourth-he 
should guide because he likes it and 
Fifth and final he must above all things 
be a diplomat. I agree that thisisa 
fairly large order but in all serious- 
ness Ifirmly believe, looking at it 
from the Hunter’s viewpoint, we will 
have to change our ways or in very 
short space a of time we will have 


neither Hunters nor the game to hunt. 


Let us take the Hunter’s side of it 
first. 

I have hadHunters, who had hunted 
in other districts from twelve to 
twenty days, they never saw any game 
or even any fresh sign. In one case they 
had drivenfrom California and hunted 
for fifteen days. In all that time the 
Head Guide hadnever left camp. This 
party was returning to the States dis- 
gusted with everything Canadian and 
B. C. Guides in particular. I talked to 
them, andasthey had only a few days 
grace left, I agreed to do my best to 
at least show them some game. With 
the ‘Luck of the Irish’ we were able to 
get two good bulls and a very happy 
party left for the States with an en- 
tirely different viewpoint on all things 
Canadian and B. C. Guides. 

There is far too much representa- 
tion by some guides. Also a great 
deal more by those fellows, who sit 
’ inanofficein some of our cities, en- 


gaging hunting parties and promising. 


nay guaranteeing game. They pay the 
guide on a percentage or day wage 
basis. The Hunter usually gets ‘ski- 
nked’and curses us forevermore. This 
shouldbe stopped at once. If we have- 
n’t goator grizzly for Petes sake say 
so. Do not let us take some fellow’s 
money and then laugh when he pulls out 
disheartened and discouraged. For one 
thing its just twice as tough for the 
guide who is trying to do the right 
thing. Where does that guide live who 
can positively guarantee a full bag. 
Be honest with your hunters and they 
will usually turn out to be pretty good 
fellows. They come to B.C. to hunt 
and to enjoy that hunt to the fullest ex- 
tent. Therefore the small things we 
do to make the hunt pleasant will loom 
up the largest in their memories of 
their hunting trip to our hunting par- 
adise. However what is a Hunter to 
think when he asks a guide what he 
should bring and that so-called guide 
says to bring a lot of liquor if you want 
tohunt. Soletstry and treat our Hun- 
ters, as we would expect them to treat 
us, if they were our guides in their 
province orcountry. Before conclud- 
ing the Hunter’s side I would like to 
leave you with this to think over. Do 
we, the guides, honestly think we can 
foolaman, who more than likely is a 
retired lawyer, doctor or possibly a 
business man or even one who has a 
business of his own. Ireally don’t be- 
lieve that these people would have ever 
got to where they could afford to drive, 
possibly across a Continent, to hunt 
if that were so. Besides some of our 
Hunters have killedas much or more 
game than we have. 


The Guide’s side of the picture is 
not too bright, to say the least, and 
a good part of it is our own fault. 

The greatest harm is done due to 
cutthroat rates, grabbing parties as 
they come without reservations. Then 
there is lack of organization or co-op- 
eration between guides and in some 
districts far too many guides’ licenses 
for what little game there is inthe area. 

Take for example one John Smith 


who, having contracted a guide by mail 
and obtained his rates, has promised 
to be at the guide’s headquarters say 
onSeptember 20thbut said John Smith 
has made no deposit on his reservation. 
Just as he is about three, maybe five 
or eventwenty miles from his destin- 
ation he meets a guy and they discuss 
hunting and guiding. This chap then 
asks Mr. Smith how much Guide ‘‘A’’ 
is charging. Whereupon Mr. Smith 

says $25. 00 per day. Heck, says this 
chap, you are paying too much. Why 
my son-in-law will guide you for $15. 
oo aday. Mr. Smith considers this and 
decides to take the cheaper rate. Guide 
‘“A”’ isthe loser all roundashe has no 
deposit and possibly ten days or more 
without a hunting party. This sort of 
thing goes on andon all the way up the 
oldtrail. Itisacrying shame the rates 
some will work for. If your ability to 
hunt, the experience you have in your 
business, your knowledge of the woods 
isofno more value than that then you 
would be better offto work else where. 
Then too, one should never take a party 
without a guaranteed minimum of at 
least ten days hunt in the case ofa 
deer, moose, black bear and birds. 
If that certain type of hunter knew he 
had to pay a deposit of at least 25%, 
which was not refundable, he certainly 
would not take a chance on getting a 
guide without a reservation. If there 
was aflat rate charged throughout the 

Province for moose etc. there would 
be far less squawking as to what so 
and so charged us last year.’ 

A large percentage of the Guides are 
also trappers or belong to the Stock- 
mens Association. Each and every one 
who is amember of one of these organ- 
izations know what Eric Collier and 
the Trappers Association have done 
for ustrappers. We now have a voice 
at Harrison and to-day enjoy far better 
co-operation and understanding with 
the Game Commission than ever be- 
for inhistory. So why don’t the Guides 
organize throughout the Province? We 
have one Association at Clinton, one

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SEVEN-YEAR B.C. HIGHWAY PROGRAM 
MEANS $120 MILLION EXPENDITURE 


OST ambitious in its history is 
M British Columbia’s $120 million 

highway construction program to 
be carried out during the next seven 
years. The government proposes to 
borrow $&6 million for financing the 
program. In addition it will borrow 
$5 w.illion for the Trans-Canada High 
way construction to which the Can- 
adian government is expected to con- 
tribute $29 millionas its share of the 
highway in B.C. 

The plan calls for allocation of 
$16. 5 million in 1950, $12.5 million 
in each of the next five years, and the 
remaining $15.5 million in 195¢. 

The new program eliminates the 
planto spend $10 million on highways 
in each of the three years starting 
with 1946. 

Chief items of the seven year pro- 


gram are:

$3.4 MILLION PAVING 

The $86 million loan bill provides 
that the ear-marking of gasoline tax 
revenues, estimated at $3.4 million 
inthe coming fiscal year, will not be 
changed over to the highway loan fund 
until April 1, 1951, andthe money will 
be available for paving this summer. 

At the same time the government 
will be able to launch its borrowing 
this year and all phases of the pro- 
gram except paving will be started in 
1950. 

Public works officials reported the 
funds to be made available will cover 
the cost of completing the Trans- 
Canada Highway, the Southern Trans- 
Provincial Highway, the Okanagan 
Highway, the Vernon-Kamloops High- 
way, the Cariboo Highway to Prince 
George, and the north side of the 
Fraser River to Agassiz, as well as 
improvements to secondary and feed- 
er roads. 

There isalso a possibility the Yel- 
lowhead Pass link with the west coast, 
eagerly sought by Edmonton, will be

completed with construction by the 
Federal government of a highway 
north from Boat Encampment on the 
Big Bend, up Canoe River onthe west- 
ern fringe of Hamber Park. 

This would be part of the federal 
government’s parks development pro- 
gram. 

According to Hon. E.C. Carson, 
works minister, a start on the re- 
building of the Trans-Canada Highway 
section through British Columbia will 
get under way this summer and one of 
the first sections to get attention will 
be the Fraser Canyon between Hope 
and Spences Bridge. 

Mr. Carson saiditis planned to get 
the Fraser Canyon section under way 
immediately because it will probably 
take the full seven years of the agree- 
ment with the federal government to 
complete the heavy rock work involved. 

Total cost of the Trans-Canada in 
B.C. is estimated to be $60 million. 

Total public works department vote 
for roads, bridges, ferries, wharves 
covering maintenance and repairs for 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1951, 
is $8,917,650. This compares with 
$8 million last year. 


280 MILES PAVEMENT 

Two hundred and eighty miles of 
pavement are to be laid in the com- 
ing year at an approximate cost of 
$3.3 million. 

In addition to an extensive bridge 
program already in progress, 22 
bridges are scheduled for 1950. 

Monies to the amount of $2. 4 million 
have been allocated for new buildings 
this year. Public buildings now in the 
course of construction, when com- 
pleted, will cost approximately $2.3 
million. University of B.C. buildings 
under construction will cost approx- 
imately $2.8 million. 

The government is assisting school 
constructionthis year to the extent of 
$10 million. Itis also participating in 
construction of 16 hospitals by shar- 
ing one-third of the cost. 

A summary of highway work planned, 
condensedfrom Mr. Carson’s outline, 
follows: 

Alberni Mountain construction to be 
extended to complete road between Al- 
berni and Nanaimo.

A TRUE INCIDENT ABOUT EARLY DAY LAW ENFORCEMENT 


The Sagacious Cadi of 
the Naas River

Nthe early 1890’s a young man was 

sent by the head of the Methodist 
Church of that time, toa village on the 
upper Naas River to preach the Gos- 
pel and care for the souls of the na- 
tives of the area. 

As was the regular thing in those 
days, where white men were few and 
far between, he was appointed a J.P. 
of the Province of British Columbia, 
to serve the district. 

He became preacher, schoolteach- 
er and judge - leader of everything in 
the community - second only to the 
tribal Chief, who was of course, Top 
Dog. 

He was a fine looking young man, 
tall and slender, with aneatly trimmed 
black beard, and always wore a black 
frock coat - the picture of dignity. 

Besides being a wonderful preacher 
and a beautiful bass singer he was pos- 
sessed of other sterling qualities. But 
it was in the administration of law 

~where he excelled. His fame as a dis- 
penser of justice was proclaimed up 
and down the coast. 

His ability to get at the facts ina 
case, marshalthem to a definite con- 
clusion and get results at a minimum 
cost was truly outstanding, in fact it 
was marvelous. 

The following is an example of his 
wonderful ability through keen detect- 
ive work and short cuts in the world 
of red-tape to achieve 100% results, 

He was called from his village up 
river, tocome to Naas Harbour, which 
was the fishing centre during the sum- 
mer months, to sit onthe Bench in the 
local school house, to pass judgment 
onone, Isaac Crosby, who was arrest- 
ed and charged with being drunk and 
disorderly. 

The Provincial Police force con~ 
sisted of one constable for the whole 
district, in the person of Constable 
John Spain. He was a big handsome 
man, well over six feet, and built on 
the same lines as the famous Jack Kir~ 
kup of Rossland fame and just as effic- 
ient. 

In presenting his case, he was flank- 
ed by thelocal Indian policeman and 
eight Indian witnesses, and a large, 
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‘*WIGGS’’ O’NEILL 


empty rum bottle, while poor Issac, 
like Britain, ‘*‘ stood alone,’’no defence 
lawyer, no witnesses or, asthe saying 
is -- ‘‘no nothin’, ’’ 

The charge was read, and the trial 
got under way, poor Isaac seeing that 
he was hopelessly outflanked, pleaded 
guilty, but in so doing venturedthe re- 
mark that he was not the only one who 
had had a drink... 

Atthis remark the judge pricked up 
his ears and sensing possibilities, 
went into action. 

For fully an hour he first questioned 
the Indian policeman, then each wit- 
ness inturn, and finally after summ- 
ing up all the evidence submitted, 
some voluntary and some extracted, 
he ordered them all to stand up and 
proceeded to give them a moral lec- 
ture, a practice which is done quite 
frequently in the High Courts in Van- 
couver today. 


He then proceeded to pass judgment: 

‘*Isaac, you are a disgrace to your 
chosen name Crosby, that revered 
name you chose when you became a 
Christian, stands out as a shining light 
and monument in our Church Mission 
Society, - you should be ashamed, I 
find you guilty and fine you twenty-five 
dollars and costs. ’’ 

Then ordering the Indian policeman 
and all the witnesses to stand to at- 
tention, he continued: ‘‘I find you all 
guilty also, asit has been brought out 
in the evidence that you all had a drink 
out of Isaac’s bottle, I pronounce judg= 
ment and fine one and all of you ten 
dollars and costs. ’’ 


Then in his deep bass voice he said, 
‘Constable Spain step forward and 
collect the fines and costs. ’’ 

Getting no response, he looked up 
and down the school house where the 
court was sitting, and found no Con- 
stable present. He walked to the door 
and looked out and saw the Constable 


standing on the sidewalk deep in thought. 


“*Constable Spain, ’’ he said, ‘‘What 
do you mean by leaving the Court when 
in session? Don’t you know that this 
can be classed as contempt of Court ?’’ 

Constable Spain scratched his head 
and said, ‘‘Well, your honor, I only 
had one prisoner, who was charged. 
I’m more or less bewildered... You 
fined my prisoner, the Indian Con- 
stable and all eight witnesses. ..so I 
got out before youfined the Provincial 
Constable. ”’

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The FIGHTING MacLEANS 


By LEO MORRISSEY 
From ‘‘The Cattlemen’’ 


Indian graveyard four miles from 

Quilchena, British Columbia, and 
twenty miles east of the town of Mer- 
ritt, liethe mortal remains of George 
MacLean, D.C. M. - cowboy, soldier 
and dynamic personality of the Nicola 
Valley for over fifty years. 


But my story is not of George alone, 
but of his hot-blooded, half-breed 
father, Allan MacLean, his uncles, 
Charlie and Archie, and of his jolly 
red-headed Scottish grandfather ,Alex 
MacLean, all of whose lives came to 
premature and violent ends. 


I first saw Georgein 1919, after he 
returnedfrom World War 1. His pre- 
sence filled the eye. He was big and 
burly, with large head and black mus- 
tache, and, onthis particular occasion 
wore a ten-gallon hat, shaggy white 
chapps, and jingling spurs. He was 
riding for the Douglas Lake Cattle Co- 
mpany, whose imposing Home Ranch 
buildings are situated 35 miles from 
Merritt, and whose extensive holdings 
comprise hundreds of thousands of 


h N the sunny slope of a hill, in the 
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acres of grazing lands in the Nicola. 


He talked little of his war exper- 
iences, but in his ‘‘cups,’’ or arpund 
the chuck wagonfire, he would satisfy 
one’s curiosity up to a certain point. 
He once told of a situation in the tre- 
nches in Flanders where many Can- 
adian lads were being picked off by a 
sniper, all of them being shot from 
the same direction, thus giving an idea 
as to where the sniper was located. 
He asked his commanding officer if 
he could go out and investigate. Re- 
ceiving permission, he laboriously 
crept toward the point from which he 
figured the trouble was coming. Slowly 
rising, he suddenly saw the German 


at the exact instant the latter saw him. 


As George threw his bomb, the Ger- 
man fired, wounding George in the 
wrist. But his bomb had blown the 
sniper to bits. 

Andthe boys of his battalion tell of 
the time he again crept up to the Ger- 
man trenches. George was a brave 
man, and anatural born stalker. He 
had a bomb in each hand, bombs in 


his pockets, bombs tied around his 
waist - a veritable powder magazine. 
Coming suddenly on an unsuspecting 
group, he shouted at them to surrender. 
The German in command asked him 
how many were with him: 

*“‘Two hundred, right behind me, ’’ 
he said. 

With the towering gladiator above 
them ready to hurl death into their 
midst, they laid down their arms, 
and George marched forty prisoners 
back to his own lines. For these ex- 
ploits he received the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal, andthe story persists 
that he was slated for the Victoria 
Cross. 

And now let me turn back the pages 
of time totellofhis grandfather, Alex 
MacLean, a Scotsman in the employ 
of the Hudson’s Bay Co. After working 
for them for some years, and seeing 
little chance of promotion, he left the 
Company, and took up a ranch on the 
Bonaparte River, whichflows into the 
Thompsonnear Ashcroft. He had two 
sons to an Indian woman - Donald and 
Alex - who turned out to be good cit- 
izens. Later, takinganother Indian 
woman, he raised four children - a 
daughter, Sophie, and three sons, 
Allan, Charlie and Archie. The story 
goes that they grew up and got into sev- 
eral scrapes, the question arose as to 
whether they should give themselves 
up to the police, but the mother said: 


““T would rather see you dead!’ 

Inthe year 1864, MacLean accom- 
panied an engineer named Waddington 
onagovernment survey party into the 
Cariboo. The party mixed freely with 
the Indians, particularly the women- 
muchto the mortification of the chief 
and his tribe. One cold winter night, 
while V.acLean and party were asleep 
in a big tent, the chief and his men, 
seeking revenge, crept through the 
snow and surrounded the tent. Pull- 
ing it down over the occupants, they 
slashed and stabbed the struggling 
mass of humanity through the canvas. 
Not a man escaped - MacLean dying 
with the rest. 

The government agreedto pay some 
sort of compensation to the widow to 
keep her and her family in food; but 
this lapsed after a time. It is quite 
possible that this was one of the causes 
of the bitterness of the boys toward 
the white people. 

Time went on, andthe boys grew up 
under the guidance of their Indian 
mother, and withno father to guide or 
restrain them. Like all boys, they 
craved excitement, and were fed on 
stories of the days before the white 
mancame, when the Indians owned the 
land, when there were no game laws, 
and life was wild and free, Other 
events influenced their lives - the 
Jesse James band of bank and train 
robbers was terrorizing the land south 
of the border, the second Reil rebel- 
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lion was being fomented on the banks 
of the Saskatchewan, and they con- 
vinced themselves that all that the 
Indians and half-breeds needed was 
someone to lead them, and so regain 
the land that once was theirs. 

Another half-breed who was brought 
up with the boys was Alex Hare. All 
came under the watchful and kindly eye 
of John Ussher, government agent and 
sheriff at Kamloops, who had been a 
close friendof their father. Hare had 
aviolent temper, and was handy with 
rifle and knife - all in all, a dan- 
gerous combination. It was rumored 
that he was fond of the boys’ pretty 
sister, and his feelings toward the 
white man were not made any more 
kindly by the fact that a certain pro- 
minent man was paying marked atten- 
tion to the girl. 

First signs of realtrouble appeared 
when the boys were seen riding horses 
belonging to some of the ranchers. 
William Palmer, a rancher at the 
upper end of Nicola Lake, mentioned 
thisone day, and someone expressed 
doubt as to the truth of it. 

“‘T should know, ’’ said Palmer, “‘I 
was out on the range and saw them 
riding one of my best saddle horses. ”’ 

This was really serious, and not 
far from the days when horse thieves 
were hanged. As time went on, they 
were heard of again when three of 
them held up the stage between Kam- 
loops and Cache Creek. They did not 
rob anyone, norhurt anyone, but they 
were alleged to have ststed that they 
were looking for the man who had 
wrongedtheir sister. They had heard 
he was to be on the stage. 

Stories occasionally went around of 
rows and disturbances in which the 
MacLeans werethe ring-leaders, but 
they seemed to escape all contact with 
the law. 

Soon after this, Joe Coutlie, son of 
Alex Coutlie, hotelkeeper, who ran a 
business two miles west of what is 
now Merritt, came into the picture. 
Early one morning he went to the 
stable to feed a stallion, and discover - 
ed Alex Hare asleep in the hay. He 
went into the hotel and told his father. 

“Tell him to come in and have 
breakfast, ’’ said his father. 

Intelling of this incident, Joe des- 
cribed how they all satdown at the 
long table, as it was customary in 
those days, inhotels, tohave one long 
table, at which the family sat at the 
head, and the guests on both sides. 
Onthis occasion, the father sat at the 
head, the mother at his left. Joe and 
Alex Hare sat at the right. Further 
down sat two constables, and there 
was mutual recognition between them 
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and Hare. The latter laid his gun on 
the table, and his eyes never strayed 
far from the constables, nor his hand 
very far from his. 45. It was a break- 
fast in silence, and when the con- 
stables walked out, Alex followedthem, 
and soon after rode away, taking a 
short-cut over the hills to Kamloops. 

According to Coutlie, one of the 
guests was Wheeler Mickle, who drove 
the stage from Yale to Quilchena. 
Wheeler Mickle was the father of 
Charlie Mickle of Cochrane, Alberta, 
avery close friend of mine. Charlie 
died in Calgary two years ago. 

By this time the three MacLeans 
hadturned up in Kamloops. Other petty 
stealing and drinking with the Indians 
ledto the inevitable clash with the law, 
and they were apprehended and locked 
in the prison yard by Constable Ussher. 
This, however, didnot worry them as 
they felt that their father’s old friend 
would get them off with a light penalty. 
But Hare had heard of the boys’ pre- 
dicament, and after a couple of days 
they heard a soft whistle outside the 
prison wall, and a rope came flying 
over the top. One by one they clam- 
bered to freedom. When Ussher dis- 
coveredtheir escape, he rushed out- 
side intime to see four horsemen gal- 
loping up the mountain side. 

It was November, and the weather 
was bitterly cold, but he decided to 
follow them and bring them back into 
custody. He enlisted the services of 
the above-mentioned Wm. Palmer, 
who happened to be in town, and 
started south on horseback. About 
ten miles out he called in on another 
rancher, John MacLeod, who lived at 
at the top of what is now known as 
Cardew Hill. MacLeod expressed sur- 
prise that he had not rounded up more 
help, but Ussher was confident that the 
outlaws would come back without any 
trouble. However, to make sure, he 
deputized another rancher Shumway, 
who lived at the foot of Cardew Hill, 
and whose log cabin still stands on 
the side of the Merritt-Kamloops 
highway. 

When about 14 miles from Kam- 
loops, they came uponthe camp of the 
outlaws. It was only a short distance 
from the road, in back of what was 
calledthe ‘‘Billy Jackson Place, ’’ on 
the old Brigade Lake Trail. 

The four men rode up and halted 
within a short distance of the armed 
fugitives. Ussher called out: 

“‘Come on boys, let’s go back to 
town. ”’ 

But the boys, by that time had made 
up their minds to carry out the des- 
perate plans they had long dreamed 
of, and Allan shouted:

The murderers left Ussher’s body 
onthe ground, androdeon their des- 
tination being the Spahomin Indian Re- 
serve, where Johnny Chillaheechi was 
chief. A few miles further on, they 
called at Trapp and MacDonald’s cabin, 
probably in search of food and more 
ammunition. 

Near Stump Lake, at what is now 
called Kelly Lake, they came upon a 
sheep-herder named Kelly. He was 
working for Peter Fraser, home- 
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steader at Stump Lake. Kelly was 
sitting on a huge rock, eating his lunch. 
They asked him afew questions, which 
he answered, and one of them said: 

“If you see anybody looking for us, 
tell them you didn’t see us. ’”’ 

“‘Tdon’t know anything about you,’ 
said Kelly, ‘‘so you can keep going. ’’ 

Then they rode away. But, Hare, 
thinking Kelly might talk, turned back 
and riding uptothe oid man, shot him 
in the stomach. Charlie put another 
bullet into him to make sure. They 
then took his watch and other belong- 
ings, and pulled his body into the 
bush. 

Again in the saddle, they followed 
the Brigade trail to within about a 
mile north of the old Rockford Post 
Office. From there they took the Spa- 
homin trail south and southeast till 
they arrived at the Spahomin Indian 
Reservation south of Douglas Lake. 
Oldtimers do not give credence to 
earlier accounts that they went to the 
Nicola Reserve. They figure that, had 
the killerstakenthattrail, they would 
have called at Wheeler Mickle’s at 
Quilchena, or at EdSullivan’s, as they 
had passed the word around that they 
intended to kill Sullivan. 

They at length arrived at the Spa- 
homin Reserve, and proceeded to the 
cabin of Chief Chillaheechi. They un- 
folded their gruesome story to the 
chief, and to the old men gathered 
around. But the wisdom of age pre- 
vailed. They got acool reception, and 
pointing a finger at them, the chief 
said: 

““Youare children. Youdo not know 
what you do. The Indians will not make 
war on the whites. Go!’’ 

Still they determined to fight it out 
to the bitter end, and they rode sul- 
lenly to Douglas Lake, someten miles 
away, without the much hoped for 
support, and, doubtless, with a short- 
age of ammunition. At the foot of the 
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lake, where the Nicola River flows 
out a log cabin stood, and there was 
acorral nearby for their horses.

was talking to a man who stated that 
it would cost from 1/2 millionto 1-1/2 
million dollars(not avery close esti- 
mate) to put through the required 18 
miles of road. Not long after I went 
downtothe 18th Annual Convention of 
the Native Brotherhood of Canada, held 
at Bella Coola, and had my first look 
over the proposed route of the road, 
and whileIam no engineer, I saw that 
it could not possibly cost any such sum. 
There is only one bad place to be 
blastedfor any distance, and it is not 


a thing that an engineer would think 
twice about. And at that there is an 
alternate route, over which during 
alternate route, over which during 
the war years, a dirt road was bull- 
dozed for some distance, and con- 
struction on either route should be 
quite a simple process. 

While in Bella Coola Italked to many 
people, all of them tremendously in- 
terested in seeing the connection made 
through to the interior. I suggested 
that ifthe valley (Bella Coola) res- 
idents would donate 2 weeks of their 
time, Iwouldgive 2 MONTHS of mine 
(worth $14 per day) to furthering the 
project. With such voluntary labour 
the cost would be greatly reduced. I 
did my share on the Monkman Pass 
Highway effort of asimilar nature, as 
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did plenty of others inthe northeastern 
section of the province, when time, 
money, food and supplies were donated 
in an effort to build a road through the 
pass to connect the Peace River with 
Central B.C. It failed only because the 
job was far too big and the road (to be 
built too long. The road actually com- 
pleted is far more than what is requir- 
ed to complete the road (18 miles) 
through to Bella Coola.

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CONCLUSION 


AMONG the conifers there are com- 
paratively few which will sprout or 
‘coppice. ’ The ‘‘Shortleaf’’ Pine pos- 
sesses this distinction along with afew 
others such as the Coast ‘‘Redwood.,”’ 
(Sequoia sempervirens), andthe com- 
mon‘‘China Fir, ’{Cunninghamia lanc- 
eolata. Also among the Pines we find 
the largestcones. This is the ‘‘Sugar 
Pine, (Pinus lambertiana) which prod- 
uces a megasporangiate strobilus 
sometimes two feet inlength. Both the 
‘Digger Pines’’ (P. sabiniana) and 
‘‘Coulter Pines,’’ (P. coulteri) have 
very imposing fruits: very large, very 
heavy and with strongly recurved 
scales. 

While on the subject of Pine cones 
we might mention those of the ‘‘Knob- 
cone’’ Pine, (P. attenuata) This tree

flourishes in south-western Oregon 
and California and is recognizable, if 
for no other reason, because the cones 
appear only in rings around the main 
stem or large branches. They are 
from threeto six inches in length and 
have short, geotropic stalks. The 
cones, under normal circumstances, 
persist unopened for years and have 
been found completely grown over by 
bark and sapwood. The heat of a forest 
fire, however, willopen them and they 
forthwith scatter their seeds with the 
result that a thicket of young trees 
soon appears around a blackened, 
fire-killed parent. This peculiarity of 
remaining unopened is observable 
also inthe cones of ‘‘Lodgepole’’ Pine 
(P. contorta) and others which immed- 
accounts for the large areasin British 
Columbia thickly covered with young 
Pines inthe wake of fire. A somewhat 
similar process of regeneration oc- 
curs in the cases of the Australian 
“‘Grass Tree,’’(Xanthorrea arborea), 
and the African ‘‘Keur’’ Tree, (Vir- 
gilia capensis). Neither is a conifer, 
the former belonging to the Xanthor- 
rheaceae andthe latter being legumi- 
nous.

AS IF THE Pines didnot contribute 
enough to the economy and enjoyment 
of Man, witholeoresins, timber, pulp 
cellulose andthe like, some also pro- 
videa food. These are loosely called 
the ‘‘Nut Pines’’ and include such as 
the ‘‘Italian Stone Pine, ’’(Pinus pinea) 
of Europe and, in America, the“ Pinon? 
Pine, (P. cembroides edulis) the 
“‘Parry Pine, ’’ (P.cembroides parry- 
ana), andthe ‘‘Digger Pine, ”’ (P. sab- 
inianaf‘ Longleaf Pine,”(P. palustris), 
also produces an edible seed, a par- 
ticular delicacy if roasted.The ‘‘Dig- 
ger”? Pine isreputedto have received

its name from the ‘‘Digger’’ Indians 
who eagerly collected the seeds from 
it. The Indians were definitely hos- 
tile to the encroaching white men, 
botanists included, and David Doug- 
las, the eminent Scotch naturalist of 
about acentury ago, only secured seed 
of the ‘‘Sugar Pine’”’ by knocking off 
cones with accurate rifle shots. He 
had no desire to be caught literally 
‘up a tree’ by the Redskins. 

The Indians also prized the strong 
slim stems of the ‘‘Lodgepole’’ Pine 
for, as the name strongly suggests,

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lodgepoles. These could be obtained 
fifty feet long, only about six inches 
in diameter at the ground and clear 
for three-quarters of the length. 
Tribesnen inthe vicinity of The Dalles 
in Oregon made quite a thriving bus- 
iness out of floating lodgepoles down 
the river to confreres inhabiting loc- 
alities where the Pine tree was not 

available. 

Ornamental Pines, also are fairly 
numerous. The‘‘Swiss Mountian Pine,”’ 
(Pinus montana), is frequently small 
and so suitable for small gardens. 
There are several varities of ‘‘Jap- 
anese Red Pine,’’ (P. densiflora), 
worth consideration from the decor- 
ative standpoint but they do not take 
kindly to severe weather. Of course 
all the wild varities mentioned will en- 
hance agarden if conditions suit. The 
”*Bhotan’’ Pine, (P. excelsa), with its 
pendulous needles is, perhaps, except- 
ionally attractive.

erers out. 

Hay was loaded on a sleigh. It was 
rolled and packed in order that it 
couldresist abullet. Shots were fired 
into ittotest it. The idea was to push 
the sleigh up to the rear of the cabin 
and set fire to it. 

By this time the terrible tortures 
of thirst and lack of sleep were beat- 
ing down the resistance of the doom- 
ed men. They even dug beneath the 
cabin floor inthe hope of obtaining re- 
lief. They finally contrived by signal 
to hold a parley with some members 
of the posse, and Chief Chillaheechi 
entered the cabin. A lengthy debate 
followed, and it is related that they 
played poker till the early hours of 
the morning 

The chief in the meantime had as- 
sured them that, if they did not sur- 
render, a loadof hay would be pushed 
against the building and set on fire. 
On the other hand, if they came out 
withtheir hands up, their lives would 
be spared - for the time being at least. 
The chief then left them to think it 
over, and on the way back he turned 
their horses loose. 

To the prisoners seconds seemed 
like minutes, and minutes like hours. 
But thirst and fire conquered and at 
a signalthey came out at four o’clock 
in the morning, their hands in the air 
The first men to surround the cabin 
were George MacRae, Dan MacDonald 
and Joe Manning, but others were not 
far behind, The first thing the tor- 
tured men asked for was water, and 
itis relatedthat they drank four pails 
of it before they were satisfied. 
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With the remembrance of the brutal 
murder of the popular Ussher in their 
minds, certainmembers of the posse 
demanded the immediate lynching of 
the culpits. But wiser council pre- 
vailed, and it was decided to allow the 
law to take its proper course. 

In the cold dawn, they were put on 
horses, and their legs were lashed 
together beneath the horses’ bellies, 
and the long, slow trek to Kamloops 
brought the budding desperadoes near 
the end of their bloody trail. 

As these were the days before the 
Canadian Pacific Railway was com- 
pleted, they had to be taken to New 
Westminster, nearly 300 miles away, 
by sleigh. There they were tried, found 
guilty, and sentenced to death. The 
case was appealed, but the sentence 
was upheld, andinthe fall of 1881, the 
four of them - even 16-year-old Ar- 
chie - were hanged at New West- 
minster. 

This all happened over seventy 

years ago, before the telephone and 
telegraph arrived, and before the 
screech of the locomotive broke the 
silent places. But, to thisday, around 
their cosy firesides or in the camp- 
fire’s gleam , the sons and grandsons 
of the hardy men of that day sit and 
swap stories of the eventful ‘‘Winter 
of the MacLeans. ”’ 
(This story istold with no embellish- 
ments, no fanciful or fictitious en- 
largements, and with no attempt at 
sensational highlights at the expense 
of the truth. It was told to me by Ni- 
cola Valley pioneers, and by the sons 
of the men who actually took part in 
the apprehension of the criminals. )

Subject tothe construction season 
being favorable, Mr. Carson hopes 
that the road may be completed from 
the south to the Parsnip River. 


There still remains another eight 
miles of very difficult construction on 
the Misinchinka section between the 
Parsnip River and the Pine Pass. It 
is anticipated, that with reasonable 
weather conditions, this particular 
section may be completed during the 
coming season which will then ensure 
of this highway being completed in 
1952

If we don’t do something of this sort 
we will surely get to the stage where, 
like another Province, we will have 
what is known as outfitters who operate 
from the town and Mr. Guide will work 
for very poor pay. Weare already be- 
ginning to have some of that here. I 
don’t know how many guides work for 
these concerns, but I do ask why they 
should. We allhave our own zones and 
it is our zone as long as we abide by 
the regulations and treat our hunters 
right. The guy who builds a big outfit 
and plans on taking unlimited hunters, 
must first have a zone or hire his 
guides. Are you going to give him your 
zone and take his day’s pay? I don’t 
think so. Why should we kill off our 
game to help line the pockets of some- 
one who has had them lined for years 
and perhaps couldn’t find his way out 
of a meadow or maybe have trouble 
describing the moose in the velvet. 

With the proper organization and a 
good executive at its head all this cut- 
throat business would be eliminated. 
The Hunter as wellas the Guide would 
get a square deal. The organization 
would see to it that the Hunters were 
routed to where the game they re- 
quired actually was. There would be 
far more hunters and therefore more 
work for the guide. The Game Com- 
mission would surely gain in trophy

local business men would also profit. 


I wonder how many of our local bus- 
iness men ever stopped to figure what 
fifty hunters leave in Canada in U.S. 
dollarson a ten day hunt. At the rate 
of $25.00 per day, for guiding alone 
amounts ot $1,250.00 per day and 
very few make that trip for less than 
$500. 00 to $ 2, 000. 00 which they must 
spend some where andthe local guide, 
in most cases, must spend his earn- 
ings in the old home town. However, let 
it go till you are all working for some 
firm in Vancouver and you will find 
there won’t be near as much spent lo- 
cally. Just think it over. If we continue 
as we have been, cutting prices and 
just going through the motions of guid- 
ing, we will all end up with some Ag- 
ency telling us what to do and how much 
we will get for it. I would say that 
someone acting as booking agent in 
each zone would be more feasible. 

Now Mr. Guide, we come to our 
final question and IJ think perhaps our 
most vital one. Where will we hunt 20 
yearsfrom now? Well, I know where 
‘“Red’’ Winsor will still be hunting, if 
he is not too old andfeeble. Right here 
in this zone, if he hunts as he should. 
First let us have a law that the max- 
imum kill by any guide and his assist- 
ant guides be limited to not more than 
twelve bullsper year. That sounds 
like alot, but I am taking into consid- 
eration the Game Commission’s state- 
ment at one of our Conventions, that 
guides killed over twenty bulls per 
season. Givethe average guide thirty 
to forty hunting dayshe could possibly 
take sixto eight bulls and both he and 
his hunters would be happy. For you 
can hardly wind up a successful hunt 
in less than fifteen days.

the rear paddler swings the line along 
with his paddle; yeh, hooked bottom 
again; NOitsa fish! a 12 pounder and 
later we picked up an 8 pounder.We 
paddled for three hours, that’s en- 
ough, we don’t want all the fish in the 
lake. 


3. Teslin Lake, 115 miles south of 
Whitehorse on Alaska Highway. 
Fish of all types in Teslin Lake. 
4. Fish Lake. I wonder how many 
‘Fish Lakes’’ there are in the 
North? This one is a beauty spot, 
about 8 miles long, 17 miles from 
Whitehorse by fairly rough road, or 
less by float plane; very deep and clear 
ascrystal, coldas a polar bear’skiss. 
There are some big boys in the dark 
waters, up to 40 lbs. but the wind,

time,’’ and the small craft gives up 
the battle andtakestoa sheltered cove.

miles on foot; little old cabin and 
leaky boat; round and round the lake 
we row, row, row, with our rods 
propped up in the thwarts, - always 
some trout up to 9 lbs. I was clean- 
ing half a dozen one day when I got 
quite astart. Isaw the intestines move 
andfoundthem a mass of small white 
worms; threw the fish away; fish no 
good; lake no good; wrote B.C. Dept. 
Fisheries, they said, ‘‘Do not worry 
about a few intestinal worms, quite 
common; clean them out, rub inside 
with salt and your fish is OK; happy 
again, sorry threw fish away. 

Now you can reach Louise witha car 
but you still have to have a boat on all 
the lakes. Occasionally you can ‘‘plug”’ 
from the shores but in most cases too 
much brush. 

6. Franklin Lake. Just a mile west of 

Louise; little slim, deep, dark, 
cold lake with abeaver dam at its out- 
let; inlet comes from Fish Lake; small 
lake below the beaver dam full of gray- 
ling; caught 6 around 2 pounds each in 
about 15 minutes; cut the barb off hook 
and tiedit onto a piece of string; held 
fly just above water and big grayling 
would jump right up after it right a- 
round my hip boots; caught ‘em and 
let ‘em go; a piece of redflannel would 
have securedthe same results. Some 
fishern.en have had good results with 
a piece of celophane tied around a 
hook with a little color in the centre. 
\.y partner, George Walker, and I 
rescued an old boat, which was under 
water and had abig section of one side 
gnawed out by beaver; we patched it 
up and made a couple of oars with hand 
axe and knife and with some caulking 
cotton and pitch and got the old boat 
functioning. As we were trolling along, 
George said, ‘‘Whoa, I’ve got a ‘‘bot- 
tom salmon,’’ (viz. a snag). This 
proved to be a gray trout, 13 lbs. 
Small trout are taken from this lake 
on thefly. I have never been much of 
a hand to use plugs. 


7. Annie Lake. About 35 miles south- 
westof Whitehorse, reached by 
car. There is a big swamp here and 
grayling are found all through the 
swamp mixed up withtress, meadows, 
etc; you sneak around a point of will- 
Ows and see a dozen grayling around 
the tree roots. 
8. Alligator Lake. This is afloat job, 
about 30 miles southwest of White- 
horse by air-line. Float plane settles 
down; pontoons crunch on the beach; 
pack your camp outfit ashore; three 
piece Peterborough canoe, tent, 
sleeping bags, camp stove; away goes 
the plane; up goes the tent; start afire 
cut some wood to fit the tiny tent stove;

A First Class Guide (A) shall be one 
who has acted as guide in the Province 
for aperiod of at least three years in 
the ten years immediately preceding 
his application for a guide’s licence 
and who has suitable equipment for 
out-fitting any person desiring to hunt 
game. 

A Second Class Guide (B) shall be 
one who has acted as a guide in the 
Province for a periodof at least three 
years in the ten years immediately 
preceding his applicationfor a guide’s 
licence, but who cannot qualify asa 
First Class Guide. 

An Assistant Guide. . . shall be one who 
cannot qualify as a First or Second 
Guide, but is entitled to act as guide 
in the hunting of game birds or angling. 
In the following list ‘‘A’’ designates 


a First Class Guide, ‘‘B’’ a Second 
Class Guide. To have included the 


Assistant or Class ‘‘C’’ Guides, and 
to have covered the whole of the Pro- 
vince, we would have to devote the en- 
tire issue to this section, since the 
list runs to many thousands names, 
Rather than that, we have listed only 
the A and B Guides operating between 
the Hope-Princeton Highway on the 
south through to the Cariboo, Central 
B.C. andthe north country through to 
the Yukon border.

must have fresh fish; bolt the canoe 
together, paddle out in the bay with a 
bait rod anda Victoria Spinner; zing a 
4 1b. trout; fishing ended; fillets of 
trout broiled on the coals; (my par- 
tner Jimmy can’t stand fish bones so 
we hadto get them all out of the flesh) 
a couple of hot buttered rums, squirt 
of lemon and butter for the fish, po- 
tatoes, breadcorn, coffee, and we eat 
ambrosia of the North or any other 
direction; blow up the air mattresses, 
turn on the portable radio, get the 
latest news; sleep without a dream.

witha memory of the finest and most 
exciting fishing episode of my life at 
Otter Lake Falls, 100 miles north of 
Whitehorse, 18 milesfrom the Alaska 
Highway onthe way to Aishihik Inter- 
mediate Airport. This 40 foot falls 
spills over from Otter Lake into the 
Aishihik River, whichin turn reaches 
the Alsek River and Dry Bay, Alaska 
and the waters of the Pacific. In the 
streams which flow west to the Alsek 
are found rainbowtrout. In the middle 
of the river just below Otter Lake 
Falls shown in the photograph is a 
bar of rocks with the white water waist 
deep swirling aroundit. One day I de- 
cided that I just had to fish below this 
bar so I cut a 15 foot pole and fought 
the white water out to the bar only 
getting wet up to my arm-pits. I had 
a four ounce South Bend rod with my 
usual six foot leader and three flies 
attached; no fish basket and no land- 
ing net; (I had been hunting ptarmigan 
and fishing was a Side line that day) 
ON THE FIRST CAST I hooked three 

large rainbows who followed the pro- 
verbial style of fierce activity, jump- 

ing out of the water and riding their 
tails; all I could do was to hold fast 
and hope that the South Bend product 
was as strong as Yukon birch; it was; 
I lost one but landed two by the slow 
process of practically drowning them,

Muncho Lake - in the heart of the Rockies along the Alaska Highway, 


bringing them slowly up to the face of 
a bigrock, catch ‘em by the gills and 
knock their heads on the rock; then 
stick them head-first in the pockets 
of my hunting coat. On that particular 
day there were about 40 Whitehorse 
people fishing along the shore and 
many of them hurled such comments 
at me, as‘‘Mac, leaveafew.’’ ‘‘Have 
you got a fishing license ?’’ and other 
rude remarks. Sixof the trout I land- 
edthat afternoon weighed over 3 lbs. 
and one was just under 4 lbs. I can 
prove this story by many eye-wit- 
nesses. This piece of water was clos- 
ed last year but willbe opened in 1950, 
probably from July 15th to August 15th. 
Rainbows may be taken at other points 
in our Pacific water shed, -see ‘‘Kath- 
leen Lake. ”’ 
10. Pine Lake. Just about half a mile 
from the Alaska Highway at Mile 
Post 1012 (97 miles north of White- 
horse. ) Thisisa nice little trout lake 
about 3 miles long, goodfor lake trout 
up to 10 lbs. and an occasional pike; 
In July, 1948, a party of three with a 
canoe took 30 trout from this lake in 
one evening, largest 8 lbs. I hada 
rather interesting experience with a 
grizzly at Pine Lake but that is also 
another story. 
11. Kluane Lake. At Burwash Land- 
ing, 175 miles north of White- 
horse onthe Alaska Highway, Eugene 
Jacquot built the Kluane Inn. Eugene 
Jacquot passed away early in 1950 
but the Inn and facilities are continu- 
ing in operation. There are good ac- 
commodations and boats for fishing. 
Kluane Lake may be reached by tri- 
weekly bus service, or private car 
arrangements. I have a photo of a 34 
lb. trout that was caught in Kluane 
Lake, but have never had an oppor- 
tunity to fish there. Kluane Lake is 
about 35 miles long, probably the lar- 
gest lake in Yukon Territory, andcon- 
tains fish of all types in plentitude. 
It is one of the beauty spots on the 
Alaska Highway. 


12. Kathleen Lake and Kathleen River. 


Located on the Haines Highway ,

115miles from Whitehorse; crystal 
clear, 9 miles long, cold and deep, 
gets rough in15 minutes notice. Tom- 
my Portlock and I in the Peterbor- 
ough, paddling and watching the waves 
just starting to kick up; wham a big 
one; watch him go straight to the bot- 
tom in 50 feet of water; let him tow 
the canoe a while; into the landing net, 
hit him on the head with a club before 
you swamp; 22 lbs of beautiful lake 
trout with an 18 inch whitefish in his 
mouth, tail just sticking out of the 
throat. The Kathleen Lake string con- 
sists of 5 lakes all connected by swift- 
flowing waters. Insome of the smaller 
lakes which are in walking distance 
from Haines Highway, some wonderful 
results with rainbow and grayling up 
to3 lbs. may be obtained. In order to 
tackle the Kathleen Lakes the sport- 
sman should have several days at his 
disposal. Inthe upper Kathleen Lakes 
a species of land-locked salmon are 
found. 
13. Dezedeash Lake. The Haines 
Highway follows this big lake for 
about 20 miles. Bun Beloud operates 
a comfortable lodge type hotel on the 
Highway near the southern end of this

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lake and can take care of fishermien. 
This lodge is 135 miles from White- 
horse. Beloud can also take parties 
back to Kathleen Lakes and streams. 
There is a weekly bus service from 
Whitehorse to Haines, Alaska, leav- 
ing Whitehorse on Friday morning, 
returning Sunday, which permits a 
week-end trip to Dezedeash. The 
writer only had one crack at this lake 
with my canoe and succeeded in land- 
ing a nice 12 pounder; some other 
parties have had signal success in this 
lake, but like all big lakes it hasa 
habit of getting rough in the afternoon. 
14. Klukshu Lake. 142 miles from 
Whitehorse on the Haines High- 
way. This lake is connected with the 
Pacific Ocean at Dry Bay, Alaska, 
by two little streams called the ‘‘Una- 
hini’’ and the ‘‘Tatshenshini. ’’? These 
streams carry the annual spawning 
run of steel-head trout, dolly varden 
trout, and various kinds of salmon. 
The Indians congregate at this lake to 
put up their winter’s supply of dog 
feed and are allowed to take the sal- 
moninpoletraps, which must be kept 
open half the time. It is pretty hard 
to catch these salmon on a spoon as 
you will usually hook onto a battered 
old fellow that you don’t want. Port- 
lock and I paddled the canoe 5 miles 
to the head of this lake, after talking 
to Indian Chief Johnnie Fraser, who 
said, ‘‘Me got pet beaver head of lake, 
you fellows don’t shoot my beaver. ”’ 
At the mouth of a large creek where 
Johnnie’s beaver had their home we 
caught 20 lovely trout with fly rod and 
flies or small spoons and then had 
to paddle back to the car against a 20 
mile wind; after I got home that night 
I was still paddling in my dreams; the 
largest trout that day was a 4 pounder, 
but they were delicious eating as the 
water was exceptionally cold, and the 
flesh firm. 
15. Lake LeBarge. That’s were Sam 
McGee was cremated. Its a big 
rough and tough lake about 26 miles 
long and it is 26 miles from White- 
horse by river. Only reached by pri- 
vate launch for fishing purposes. 
Plenty big trout in this lake and some 
parties have had excellent luck. The 
writer has never fished in Lake Le- 
Barge. Along with Kluane Lake and 
Teslin Lake thats three I missed.
